nary Caſe, which may occur. The Statutes, 


as to every Thing material, are faithfully 
recited: and tho ſome. technical Expreſſions, 


not of the Eſſence of the Law, may for 


Brevity's Sake, be omitted, the Editor at- 


ters himſelf, that what remains will be abun= 
dantly ſufficient to guard the Perſon who 
conſults them from any Error in his Deciſion. 
Adjudged Caſes, for the Confirmation of his 
Judgment may be found at large in many 
very judicious Collections of this Sort : The 
Work of Lord Dudley and Ward, and T.

the Lights communicated to him by ſuch 
Publications: And—valeant quantum valere 
poſſint—zs our /incere Deſire: We by no 
Means wiſh to raiſe the Reputation of the 
Jollowing Work, by depreciating the Merits 
of any other. The Reader 1s left at full 

Liberty (and this Liberty he certainly would

tions, which he thinks moſt likely to direct, 
ſecure, and ſatisfy him in * Diſcharge of 
Lis Duty.

Where the 

Magiſtrate appears to have been miſguided

by an erroneous Tudgment, without any Pure 
poſe of doing ill, GOD forbid, ſays this vene- 
rable Perſonage, that the Courts of Law 
ſhould not give Bim Credit for the Purity of 
his Intention; and put the moſt favourable 
Conſtruction on bis Conduct, that the Caſe 
can paſſibly admit of.” 

This is, in Subſtance, the Declaration, 
which, coming from ſuch reſpectable Autho- 
rity, has doubtleſs encouraged many to engage 
in the uſeful Employment of a Fuſtice of the 
Peace, who would otherwiſe have been very 
cautious of expoſing themſelves to the diſa- 
greeable Conſequences of a faux pas in in- 
terpreting the Laws. The Indulgence here 
given emboldens thoſe, who are diſpoſed to 
ach, under the Directions of an honeſt Inten- 
tion, and a plain Underſtanding, freely to 
exerciſe their beſt Fudgment ; Ns longer ap- 
prehenſrve, that the Want of Form, or the 
Omron of ſome legal Punctilio may bring 
j | them within the Reach of the Cenſures of a 
' ſupertor Court. 

It is not however inſinuated, that Indiffe- 
rence or wiful Negligence is at any Rate 
excuſeable in interpreting or inforcing a plain 
and poſitive Statute: On the contrary, fre- 
gu, Occaſions will offer themſcies, wherein 
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E 
it is impoſſible to be too minutely preciſe; 
becauſe in ſuch Caſes, every Advantage will 


aſſuredly be taken of any Want of Accu- 


racy, or Inattention to the Letter of the 
Law: As a Proof of this, and to convince 
the Magiſtrate of the abſolute Neceſſity of 
extreme Carefulneſs in his Duty, it may not 
be amiſs to obſerve, that Dr. Burn enume- 
rates not liſs than twenty Inſtances, in 
which an Order of Removal has been, or ts 


liable to be, quaſhed, on Account of ſome 


apparently inſignificant Error in the mere 


Matter of Form: All therefore which 1s 


intended by the Encouragement holden forth, 
as above, is to remove from the Mind of a 
well-meaning, but timorous Magiſtrate, the 
Apprehenſion of ſomething more, perhaps, 
than Cenſure, for an involuntary Error in 
his Conduft : But no Licence is hereby given 


him to trifle with the obvious Directions of a 


Statute, or to adopt a Latitude of Interpreta- 
tion, which is neither ſafe nor warrantable. 
It was certainly an Inſtance of equal 
Candour and Wiſdom to encourage, as much 
as poſſible, thoſe Perſons to ſtep forward, 
who, though their Rank and Situation in 
Life as well as their liberal Education marked 
them as moſt proper for this Office, had yet 
been 
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been found too generally averſe from engaging 


in it. We will not allow ourſelves to impute 


this Backwardneſs to a mere Love of Dijji= 


pation, or a mere Diſlike to Bujineſs. We 
are willing to think, that there are very few 


Individual of the above Deſcription, who 
would not feel great Satisfaction in finding 
themſelves fo materially ſerviceable to their 
Country, in the Diſcharge of an Office jo 


important to the Suppreſſion of Vice, and ta 


the Advancement and Security of the public 
Welfare: We have ſeen them chearfully fore- 
going the Comforts of domeſtic Life, and 
readily withdrawing their Attention from 
their private Concerns, in Order to devote 
their Time, and ſome, even their Health and 
Fortune to the neceſſary Duties of a Military 
Life: Whence is it then that ſo few have been 


found equally ready to dedicate ſome Portion of 


their Leiſure Hours to the Preſervation of 


public Peace, and to the Maintenance of good 


Order and Decency among their Neighbours ? 
It could only have ariſen from the Apprehen/ion 
of ſome more than ordinary Obſtacles and Impe- 
diments: They muſt ſurely have been deterred 
by the Con/ideration, that, in Order to attain 
to a competent Knowledge of the Duties of a 


Magiſtrate, a tedious, thorny Path was to 
be 
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be purſued ; where no ſmall Share of Diſi- 
culties would meet them by the Way; and 
after all their Labour, no inconſiderable 
Danger of miſcarrying would be mcurred, 
even under the beſt Information, which, till 
of late Years, they were able to procure. 

It has been our happier Lot, to find theſe 
Ohjections in a great Meaſure removed: We 
have ſeen, what Light has been thrown on 
the Study of the Municipal and Statute 
Laws, by the ingenious, elegant, and learned 
Commentaries of that accompliſhed Writer, 
SIR WILLIAM BLACKSTONE: And we 
have good Reaſon to hope, that the Chair of 
Magiſtracy will in future more eaſily be filled 
by Perſons of Conſequence and Reſpectability, 
well qualified for this uſeful Department in 


1 Society; when we reflect, that the Study of 
3 the common Lao makes at this Time à very 
4 conſiderable Part of Academical Education. 


But if no ſuch Advantages as theſe ſub- 
/afled, the excellent Work of Dr. BURN would 
alone be ſufficient t9 remove the principal 
Diſcouragements, which formerly deterred 
ſuch, as were not inured to the Habits of 
cloſe Enquiry, and toilſome Reſearches. Since 
that Work has been ſo univerſally received, 
and fo juſtly admired and approved, the 
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Juſtice of the Peace has ſeldom been at a 
Loſs for neceſſary Information in almoſt every 
poſſible Caſe : And perhaps the only Apology 
which can be offered for hazarding the fol- 
lowing Attempt, when a Work, ſo deſervedly 
eſteemed is in almoſt every Hand, is this: That 
the four Volumes of Dr. BURN, though no Ma- 
giſtrate ought to be without them, as Books 
of Reference, comprize much more, than it 
is neceſſary for a Fuſtice of the Peace to 
inveſtigate, in the ordinary Duties of his 
Office : From theſe, undoubtedly, much ſatiſ= 


factory Information may be derived on Sub- 
jefts of no incon/iderable Importance, though 


not immediately connected with the Duties of 
a Magiſtrate. | 
If the following Work ſhall be found in 


any Degree to facilitate the Adminiſtration 


of Juſtice, by more obviouſly exhibiting all 
that is written in the Law on every ordinary 
Subject, the Editor flatters himſelf, be ſhall

Acceſſary. 


CCESSARY is one tlas is concerned in the felony by 
| commandment, aid, or receiþt. 

In high treaſon, there are no acceſſaries, either before 
or after; for all are principals.---In caſes that are criminal, 
but not capital, there are no acceflaries.---But as to felonies 
by act of parliament, thoſe that counſel or command the of- 
fence, are acceſſaries before; and thoſe that knowingly re- 
ceive the offender, are acceſſaries after. 

The buyer or receiver of ſtolen lead, iron, copper, braſs, 
bell-metal, or ſolder, *knowing them to be ſtolen, may be con- 
victed, although the principal hath not been convicted; and 
{hall be tranſported for fourteen years. 

Every perſon, who ſhall buy or receive any ſtolen jewel or 
jewels, or any ſtolen gold or filver plate, watch or watches, 
knowing the ſame to have been ſtolen, accompanied with a 
burglary actually committed in ſtealing the ſame, or to have 
been felontouſly taken by a robbery on the highway, ſhall 
be triable, as well before conviction of the principal felon, 
whether he be in or out of cuſtody, as after his convic- 
tion: and if ſuch perſon, ſo buying or receiving, ſhall be 
convicted thereof, he ſhall be guilty of felony, and tranſ- 
ported for 14 years. | 


Affray. 


N affray is a public offence to the terror of the King's ſub- 
jects; fo called becauſe it affrighteth and maketh men 
raid. 

From whence it ſeems clearly to follow, that there may be 
an a//ault, which will not amount to an ay. 

Any one who ſees others fighting, may lawfully part them, 
and alſo ſtay them till the heat be over, and then deliver them 
to the conſtable to be carried before a juſtice, to find ſureties 
for the peace. | | 

A conſtable is bound at his peril to uſe his beſt endeavours 
to part an affray; and to demand the aſſiſtance of others, 
which if they refuſe to give him, they are puniſhable with 
fine and impriſonment.---And he may either carry the offen-

with the coſts, he ſhall iſſue his warrant for apprehending and 
committing to priſon every ſuch offender, for ſuch time, and 
in ſuch manner, as the nature of the offence ſhall require. 
Where a juſtice ſhall ſuſpe& that any perſon ſells without 
licence, he may call ſuch perſon before him, and alſo any 
exciſe- officer to produce his ſtock-book; and may examine 
ſuch officer on oath in what manner he charges ſuch perſon, 
and how ſuch perſon pays tue duties; and if it ſhall appear, 


that ſuch perſon is ſurveyed as a victualler or retailer, and is 


charged with the ſame duties that victuallers and retailers are 
charged with, he ſhall be deemed an alehouſe-keeper, vic- 
tualler, retailer, or ſeller thereof. 

Witneſs neglecting or refuſing to appear upon ſummons at 
the time-and place appointed, without a reaſonable excuſe to 
be allowed by ſuch juſtice, or appearing and refuſing to be 
examined on oath and give evidence, ſhall forfeit 20s. 

And if any perſon ſhall think himſelf aggrieved by the 
conviction of ſuch juſtice, he may appeal to the next quarter- 
ſeſſions. | 

If any perſon ſhall ſell or deliver anv beer or ale, to any 
perſon that ſhall then ſell beer or ale as a common tipler or 
alehouſekeeper, (except it be for the uſe of his houſhold on- 
ly) the ſame perſon not having licence to ſell ale or beer; he 
ſhall forfeit for every barrel 6s. 8d. and ſo proportionably for 
other quantities; half to the poor, and half to him that ſhall 
ſue in ſeſſions, by action of debt, information, indictment, 
or preſentment. | 

No licence ſhall be granted to any perſon to keep a com- 
mon inn or alehouſe, but at a general meeting of the juſtices 
acting in the diviſion where the ſaid perſon dwells, to be 


holden for that purpoſe, on the firſt day of September yearly, 


or within twenty days after, and not at any other time.--- 
This ſhall not alter the power or the time of granting li- 
cences, in Cities and towns corporate. 

The day and place for granting licences ſhall be appointed 
by two or more juſtices for the diviſion, by warrant under 
their hands and ſeals, at leaſt ten days before ſuch meeting, 
directed to the high conſtables, requiring them to order their 
petty conſtables, or other peace officers, to give notice to the 
ſeveral innkeepers and alehouſekeepers within their reſpective 
conſtablewicks, of the day and place of ſuch meeting. And 
all licences granted at any other time and place ſhall be void. 
---And no licence ſhall be granted to any perſon not licenſed 
the year preceding (except in cities or towns corporate) un- 
leſs he produce a certificate under the hands of the minifter 
and the major part of the churchwardens and overſeers, or 
elſe of three or four reputable and ſubſtantial houſholders of 
the place, ſetting forth that ſuch perſon is of good fame and 
of ſober life and converſation ; and it ſhall be 3 rn 
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ſuch licence that ſuch certificate was produced, otherwiſe the

A mandamus will not lie to compel the juſtices to licenſe 
any perſon. | 5 

No juſtice of the peace, being a common brewer of ale or 
beer, innkeeper, or diſtiller, or a ſeller of or dealer in ale or 
ſpirituous liquors, or intereſted in any of the ſaid trades, or 
being a victualler or malſter, ſnall be capable, or have any 

ower to grant licences for ſelling ale or beer or any other 
1quors, but the ſame ſhall be void. 

The perſon licenſed ſhall enter into a recognizance in 10l. 
with two ſureties in 51. each, or one ſurety in 10l. as well 
againſt the uſing of unlawful games, as alſo for the uſing 
and maintenance of good order and rule, to be had and uſed 
within the ſame. 

Theſe three things are eſpecially recommended to the juſ- 
tices? care, 1. That no alehouſekeeper, upon the Lord's day, 
ſhould receive, or ſuffer to remain, any perſons whatſoever, as 
their gueſts, in any of their houſes or other places, to tipple, 
eat or drink; other than travellers, and ſuch as come vpon 
neceſſary buſineſs. 2. That they ſuffer no perſon whatever, 
reſorting to their houſes only to eat and drink, to remain 
there after the hour of nine in the evening in winter, and ten 
in ſummer. 3, That they ſuffer no perſon, reſorting to their 
houſes only to eat and drink, to remain tipling there above 
one hour, other than travellers. 

The recognizance, with the condition thereof, fairly writ- 
ten or printed, ſhall forthwith, or at the next ſeſſions at far- 
theſt, be ſent or returned to the clerk of the peace, under the 
hands of the juſtices, to be by him entered or filed among the 
records,---And for every licence granted, without taking ſuch 
recognizance ; and for every ſuch recognizance taken, and 
not ſent or returned; every juſtice ſigning ſuch licence, ſhall 
forfeit 31. 6s. 8d. to him who ſhall ſue, together with colts. 
--- The clerk of the peace ſhall keep a regiſter or calendar of 
all ſuch recognizances, and ſhall deliver to the juſtices, at 
the meeting for granting licences, a true copy of ſuch regiſter 
or calendar.---And for every recognizance ſhall be paid by 
the clerks of the juſtices taking ſuch recognizances, to the 
clerk of the peace, for filing or recording the ſame, &c. 1s. 
which ſhall be paid to the clerks of the Fid juſtices, by the 
perſons licenſed, over and above the fees payable to the ſaid 
Juſtices? clerks. | 
The juſtices ſhall have power, in their quarter- ſeſſions, to 


enquire of all ſuch perſons as ſhall be admitted and allowed to 
keep any alehouſe or tiplinghouſe, and that they be ſo bound 
by recognizance, if they have done any act whereby they 
have forfeited the ſame recognizance, and they ſhall upon 


ſuch preſentment or information award proceſs againſt every

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ſuch perſon ſo preſented or complained of before them, to 
ſhew why he ſhould not forfeit his recognizance ; and ſhall 
have power to hear and determine the ſame, by all ſuch ways 
and means, as by their diſcretion ſhall be thought good. 

Any juſtice, on complaint or information that ſuch licenſed 
perſon hath committed any act, whereby in the judgment of 
ſuch juſtice the recognizance may be forfeited, may, by 


ſummons under hand and ſeal, require ſuch perſon to ap- 


pear at the general or quarter-ſefſions, then and there to an- 


ſwer to the matter of ſuch complaint or information; and 


alſo may bind the complainant, or any other perſon in re- 
cognizance, to appear and give evidence; and the ſeſſions 
may direct the jury, which ſhall there attend for the trial of 
traverſes, or ſome other jury of twelve honeſt and ſubſtantial 


men, to be then and there impannelled by the ſheriff without 


fee, to enquire thereof; and if the jury find that ſuch perſon 
hath done any act, whereby the recognizance is broken, ſuch 
act being ſpecified in ſuch complaint or information, the 
court may adjudge him guilty ; which verdict and adjudica- 
tion ſhall be final; and thereupon the court ſhall order the 
recognizance to be eſtreated into the Exchequer, to be levied 
to his majeſty's uſe; and the ſaid perſon ſhall be diſabled to 
ſell any ale, &c. for three years. Provided, that the juſtices, 


at the requeſt of the proſecutor, or of the party complained. 


of, or either of his ſureties, may adjourn the trial to the then 
next ſefſions.--- And if any perſon ſhall be diſabled, by con- 
viction, to ſell ale, beer, cyder or perry, he ſhall, by the 
ſame conviction, be diſabled to ſell any ſpirituous liquors, 
any licence before obtained for that purpoſe notwithſtand- 
ing; which ſaid conviction ſhall be certified to the next ſeſ- 
ſions, to be filed amongſt the records. 

If any licenſed perſon ſhall die or remove out of his houſe 
ſo licenſed, his executors, adminiſtrators or aſſigns, or the oc- 
cupier thereof, may continue during the reſidue of the term, 
without any new licence or certificate. 

If any alehouſe all become empty or unoccupied after the ge- 
neral day for licenſing (the occupier whereof was duly li- 
cenſed the year preceding) two juſtices at a petty ſeſſions 
may grant a licence to any new tenant. or occupier till the 
next general licenſing day, obtaining firſt a certificate as 
abovementioned. 

The juſtices in Eaſter ſeſſions yearly (and mayors in cor- 


porations) ſhall rate the price of all barrels, kilderkins, fir- 


kins, and other veſſels to be ſold for ale or beer to be uttered 

therein: And if any cooper ſhall not ſell the ſame according 

to ſuch rate, he ſhall forfeit 3s. 4d. ; half to the king, and 

half to him that ſhall ſue. 

Every barrel of beer, within the bills of mortality, ſhall 

be 36 gallons, and the barrel of ale 32 galions; and in all 
12 other 
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other places, 34 gallons ſhall be reckoned for a barrel of beer 
or ale. | | 
All innkeepers, alehouſe-keepers, and other retailers of 
ale or beer, ſhall retail and ſell the ſame in and from their 
houſes, by a full ale-quart or ale-pint, according to the ſtand- 
ard of the Exchequer, in a veſſel made and ſized to the ſtand- 
ard, and ſigned, ſtamped, or marked, either from the Ex- 
chequer, or from ſome city, town-corporate, borough, or 
market-town where a ſtandard ale-quart or pint, made from 
the ſaid ſtandard, ſhall be kept for that purpoſe ; on pain of 
forfeiting not above 40s. nor under 108. for every offence, 
half to the poor, and half to him that ſhall proſecute or ſue

\ RRAIGNMENT is nothing elſe but the calling the of- 
A fender to the bar of the court, to anſwer the matter 
charged upon him. | | 

The priſoner on his arraignment, though under an indict- 
ment of the higheſt crime, muſt be brought to the bar with- 
out irons and all manner of ſhackles or bonds, unleſs there be 


a danger of eſcape, and then he may be brought with irons.

OWER is given to the juſtices of the peace, to arreſt 
all thoſe whom they find by indictment, or by /u/pic:on, 
and to put them in priſon. 

By the juſtices? oath of office, the warrant ought not to 
be directed to the party, but to ſome indifferent perſon, to 
execute it. | | 

Conſtables and others may, on having the warrant indorſed 
by a juſtice in another county, into which an offender ſhall 
have eſcaped, atreſt an offender in ſuch other county, and 
carry him before the juſtice who indorſed the warrant, or ſome 
other juſtice or juſtices of ſuch other county, if the offence 
15 bailable, to find bail; or elſe ſhall carry him back again 
before a juſtice in the county from whence the warrant did 
firſt iſſue. 

Any juſtice, or the ſheriff, may take of the county any 
number that he ſhall think meet, to purſue, arreſt, and im- 
rm traitors, murderers, robbers, and other felons; or

aid them, on pain of fine and impriſonment.---Where a

If there be diſorderly drinking or noiſe in a houſe, 
at an unſeaſonable time of night, eſpecially in inns, taverns, 
or alehouſes, the conſtable or his watch, demanding entrance, 
and being refuſed, may break open the doors, to ſee and 
ſuppreſs the diſorder. 

If the conſtable come unto the party, and require him to 
£0 before the juſtice, this is no arreſt nor impriſonment. 

When a private perſon hath arreſted a felon, or one ſuſ- 
ſpected of felony, he may deliver him to the conſtable, who 
may either carry him to gaol, or to a juſtice of the peace, or 
he may carry him immediately to a juſtice of the peace. 

If the conftable, or his watch, hath arreſted affrayers, or 


perſons drinking in an alehouſe at an unſeaſonable time of 


night, he may put the perſons in the ſtocks, or in the priſon, 
if there be one in the vill, *till the heat of their paſſion or in- 
temperance 1s over, tho* he deliver them afterwards ; or 
*till he can bring them before a juſtice. | 

If the arreſt is by virtue of a warrant to bring the party be- 
fore the juſtice who granted the warrant /peczally, then the 
officer is bound to bring him before the ſame juſtice ; but if 
the warrant be to bring him before any juſtice of the county, 
then it is in the election of the officer, to bring him before 
_ Juſtice he thinks fit, and not in the election of the pri- 
oner. 

And when he hath brought him to the juſtice, yet he is in 
law ſtill in his cuſtody, till the juſtice diſcharge, or bail, or 
commit him. 

No action ſhall be brought againſt any conſtable or other

AIL fignifies the delivery of a man out of cuſtody, upon 

the undertaking of one or more perſons for him, that he 

ſhall appear at a day limited, to anſwer and be juſtified by 

the law.---The difference between bail and mainpriſe 1s, that 
mainpernors are only ſurety, but bail 1s a cuſtody. | 

If a perſon be brought before a juſtice, if it 6 that 
no felony is committed, he may diſcharge him; but if a fe- 
lony be committed, tho? it appears not that the party accuſed 
is guilty, yet he cannot diſcharge him, but muſt commit or 
bail him. | 

In caſe of homicide, the offender 1s not bailable. 

If a perſon has dangerouſly wounded another, the juſtice 
ought to be very cautious how he takes bail, till the year and 
day be paſt. | 

No diſtinction between ſuch homicide as is malicious, and 
that which happens by miſadventure or in ſelf-defence. 

Any two juſtices (1 2,) may of common right bail perſons 
indicted at the ſeſſions. 

If a perſon be arreſted for man/laughter, or felony, or ſuſpi- 
cion thereof, being bailable by law, he ſhall not be let to bail 
or mainpriſe by any juſtices, but in open ſeſſions, except it 
be by two Juſtices at the leaſt (1 Q.) and the ſame to be 
preſent together at the time of the ſaid bailment.

In London, Middleſex, and in other cities and towns cor.

By the declaration of rights, exceſſive bail ought not to

To refuſe bail, where the party ought to be bailed, is a 
miſdemeanor puniſhable by 63 | 

Admitting bail, where it ought not, is puniſhable by the 
Judges of aſſize by fine; or puniſhable as a negligent eſcape at 
common law. 

Altho' the conſtable by his own authority, without any 
warrant of commitment, may carry offenders to gaol, yet, 
ſince the inſtitution of the office of juſtices of the peace, it is 
better that they be carried before a juſtice, to be [nt by him 
to gaol by warrant of commitment. 5 0 

The warrant of commitment ought to ſet forth the cauſe 
eſpecially; that is to ſay, not for treaſon, or felony in ge- 
neral, but treaſon for counterfeiting the king*s coin, or felon 


for ſtealing the goods of ſuch a one to ſuch a value, and the like; 


that the court may judge whether the offence is ſuch, far 
which a priſoner ought to be admitted to bail.

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Burglary. 


URGLARY is a felony at common law, in breaking Hale's Pl. 79. 


and entering the *manſon-houſe of another, in the 


night, with intent to commit ſome felony within the ſame, 


whether the felonious intent be executed or not. 

Every entrance into the houſe by a treſpaſſer, is not a break- 
ing in this caſe. If the door of a manfion-houſe ſtand open, 
and the thief enter, this 1s not breaking. If the window of 
the houſe be open, and a thief with a hook or other engine 
draweth out ſome of the goods of the owner, this 1s no bur- 
glary; but if the thief breaketh the glaſs of the window, 
and draweth out the goods, this is burglary. 

Opening the caſement, or breaking the glaſs window, 


picking open the lock of a door, or putting back the lock 


or the leaf of a window, or unlatching the door that 1s only 
latched, is burglary. SD 

If any perſon ſhall enter into the manſion-houſe of another, 
by day or night, without breaking the ſame, with an intent 
to commit felony, or being in ſuch houſe ſhall commit any 
felony, and ſhall in the night time break the ſaid houſe to 
get out, he ſhall be guilty of burglary. 

If divers come in the night to do a burglary, and one of 
them break and enter, the reſt of them ſtanding to watch, at 
a diſtance, this is burglary in all.

nefit of clergy.---But this claim of exemption grew ſo bur- 
denſome, that it was from time to time qualified and abridged 
by the civil power; and therefore, if they were indicted in 
caſes criminal, but not capital, nor wherein they were to 
loſe life or limb, there the privilege of clergy was not allowed; 
and therefore not in indictments of treſpaſs or petit larceny. 
---Alſo it was not allowed them in high treaſon. 

If the ſtatute enacts generally, that it ſhall be felony with- 
out benefit of clergy, or that he ſhall ſuffer as in caſe of fe- 
lony without benefit of clergy, this excludes 1t in all circum- 
ſtances, and to all intents. | 

When any perſon ſhall be convicted of any felony within 
the benefit of clergy, for which he ſhall be liable to be 
burned in the hand, the court may, if they think fit, inſtead 
thereof, impoſe upon the offender a moderate pecuniary fine ; 
or otherwiſe, inſtead of ſuch burning, in any of the caſes 
aforeſaid, except manſlaughter, may order the offender to be 
once or oftener, but not more than thrice, either publickly 
or privately whipped, ſuch private whipping to be in the 
preſence of not leſs than two perſons, beſides the offender 
and the officer who inflits the ſame; and in caſe of female 
offenders, in the preſence of females only.---Provided, that 
this ſhall not extend to deprive the court of the pawer now 
veſted in them, of detaining ſuch offender in priſon for any 
time not exceeding one year, or of committing him to the 
houſe of correction or other public workhouſe, to be kept to 
hard labour for any time not leſs than ſix months, nor ex- 
ceeding two years. 

A perſon admitted to his clergy, forfeits all his goods 
that he hath at the time of the convicton.---But preſently 
upon his burning in the hand, he ought to be reſtored to the 
poſleſſion of his lands, and from thenceforth to enjoy the 
profits thereof.

Exportation. 


I F any perſon in Great Britain or Ireland, ſhall pack or 
put on board any veſſel, any machine, tool, or utenſil, 
uſed in the woollen, cotton, linen, or filk manufactures, or 
any model of ſuch machine, &c. any juſtice may grant a war- 
rant for ſeizing ſuch machines, &c. and bringing ſuch per- 
ſon before him; and if a ſatis factory account be not given to 
the juſtice, he may detain ſuch machines, &c. and bind the 
party to appear at the next aſſizes, or quarter ſeſſions of the 
peace, with reaſonable ſureties; and on neglect of giving ſe- 
curity, the party may be committed to the common gaol or 
houſe of correction, there to be kept until the next aſſizes, or 
next quarter ſeſſions; and until he, ſhe, or they ſhall be de- 
livered by due courſe of law; and in caſe any ſuch perſon 
or perſons ſhall be convicted, the perſon or perſons ſo offend- 
ing ſhall, for every ſuch offence, not only forfeit all ſuch 
machines, &c, but alſo the ſum of two hundred pounds of 
lawful money of Great Britain; and ſhall alſo ſuffer impri- 
ſonment in the common gaol, priſon, or houfe of correction, 
for the ſpace of twelve months, without bail or mainprize, 
and until ſuch forfeiture ſhall be paid.

ONE ſhall make any entry into any lands or tener ents, 
or other poſſeſſions, but where entry is given by the 
law; and in ſuch caſe not with ſtrong hand, nor with multi- 
tude of people, but only in a peaceable and eaſy manner; on 
pain of impriſonment and ranſom at the king's will. 

Ihe party grieved, if he will loſe the benefit of his treble 
damages and coſts, may be aided and have the aſſiſtance of 
the juſtices at the general ſeſſions, by way of indictment on 
the ſtature of 8 H. 6. : 

In the caption of which indictment, it will be ſufficient to 
ſay, juſtices afſegncd to keep the peace of our lord the king, with- 
out ſhewing that they have authority to hear and determine 
felonies and treſpaſſes; for the ſtatute enables all juſtices of 
the peace, as ſuch, to take ſuch indictments.--And the 
tenement in which the force was made, muſt be deſcribed 
with convenient certainty; and muſt ſet forth that the de- 
fendant actually entered ; and ouſted the party grieved ; and 


continueth his poſſeſſion at the time of finding the india. 


ment. 

But if a man's wife, children, or ſervants do continue in 
the houſe or upon the land, he is not ouſted of his poſſeſſion. 

For a more ſpeedy remedy, the party grieved may com- 
plain to any one juſtice, . or to a mayor, ſheriff, or bailiff, 
within their liberties. | 

But altho' one juſtice alone may proceed in ſuch caſes, yet 
it may be adviſcable for him, if the time for viewing the 
force will ſuffer it, to take to his aſſiſtance one or two more 
Juſtices. 

After complaint made to ſuch juſtice, by the party grieved, 
of a forcible entry made into lands, tenements, or other poſ-

nooſe, troll, or ſpear; or ſhall lay any wears, pots, fiſh- 
hooks, or other engines; or ſhall take any fiſh by any mean; 
or device whatſoever, or be aiding thereunto, in any river, 
ſtew, pond, mote, or other water, without the conſent of the 
lord or owner of the water; and be thereof convicted by con- 
feſſion, or oath of one witneſs, before one juſtice, in one 
month after the offence, every ſuch offender in ſtealing, 
taking or killing fiſh, ſhall, for every ſuch offence, give to 
the party injured ſuch recompence, and in ſuch time, as the 
juſtice ſhall appoint, not exceeding treble damages; and 
moreover ſhall pay down to the overſeers for the uſe of th:

Of che ſpecial Seſſions to be held for the Highways. 


HE juſtices ſhall hold a ſpecial ſeſſions for the high. 

ways, in the week next after the Michaelmas general 
quarter-ſeſſions yearly.---And any two juſtices, within their 
reſpective limits, may, whenever they ſhall judge proper, 
hold a ſpecial ſeſſions, and adjourn the ſame as they ſhall 
think fit; cauſing notice to be given of the time and place 
of holding ſuch ſpecial ſeſſions, and of the adjournments 
thereof, to the ſeyeral juſtices acting and reſiding within ſuck 
limits, by the high conſtable or other proper officer. 


Appointment of Surveyors. 


THE juſtices ſhall hold ſuch Michaelmas ſpecial ſeſſions 5: 
aforeſaid, at ſuch convenient place within their reſpective li- 
mits, as they in their diſcretion ſhall judge proper: and ſhall 
give notice of the time and place to the conſtables of the 
reſpective pariſhes, townſhips, or places, at leaſt ten days be- 
fore the holding of the ſaid ſeſſions. | 

On September 22, yearly, unleſs that day be Sunday, and 
then on the day following, the conſtables, churchwardens,

hereditaments, lying within ſuch diſtrict, in his own right or 
in the right of his wife, of the value of 1ol. by the year, 
or a perſonal eſtate of the value of 1ool.---or occupieth 1 
tenement of the yearly value of gol. And if there ſhall not 
he ten perſons ſo qualified, they ſhall inſert in ſuch liſt the 
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Highways in general.

And the conſtable ſhall, within three days after ſuch 
meeting, tranſmit a duplicate of ſuch liſt to one of the juſ- 
tices living near to ſuch pariſh or place.---And ſhall alſo, 
within three days after making the ſaid liſt, give perſonal no- 
tice to, or cauſe notice in writing to be left at the place 
of abode of the ſeveral perſons contained in ſuch liſt, in- 
forming them of their being ſo named; to the intent that 
they may ſeverally appear before the juſtices at the ſaid ſpe- 
cial ſeſſions, to accept ſuch office if they ſhall be appointed 
thereto, or to ſhew cauſe, if they have any, againſt their be. 
ing ſo appointed.---And ſhall alſo return and deliver the 
original liſt to the juſtices at their ſaid ſpecial ſeſſions to

| oath to the juſtices or two of them, of all ſuch highways, 
and of all bridges, cauſeways, &c. as are out of repair, and 
ought to be repaired by any perſon or perſons, bodies poli- 


tic or corporate, by reaſon of any grants, &c. and the ſaid 


E Juſtices ſhall limit a time for repairing the ſame: and if ſuch 


repairs ſhall not be effectually made within the time fo li- 
mited ; the ſaid juſtices ſhall preſent ſuch highways, bridges, 
cauſeways, or pavements, together with the perſon or perſons 
liable to repair the ſame, at the next general quarter ſeſſions 


| for the place where ſuch highway ſhall lie: and the juſtices 


there, if they ſee cauſe, may direct the proſecution to be car- 
ried on at the general expence of ſuch county, city, precinct, 
or liberty, and to be paid out of the general rates within ſuch 
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And where any lands have been or ſhall be given for the 
maintenance of cauſeways, pavements, highways, and bridges; 
the perſons enfeoffed or truſted therewith ſhall let them to 
farm at the moſt improved yearly value, without fine. And 
the juſtices in their open ſeſſions ſhall enquire, by ſuch ways and 
means as they ſhall think fitting, into the value of ſuch lands; 
and order the improvement and employment of the rents and 
profits thereof, according to the direction of the donor, it 
they find that the perſons ſo intruſted have been negligent or 
faulty in the performance of their truſt. Except ſuch land; 
as have been given for the uſes aforeſaid to any college or 
hall in either of the Univerſities of this kingdom, which have 
viſitors of their own. 


Compoſition inſtead of labour. 


ANY perſon liable to perform the duty by ſending a team, 
draught, or plough, with men, horſes, or oxen in manne: 
aforeſaid, may compound for the ſame, if he thinks fit, by 
paying to the ſurveyor ſuch ſum as the juſtices at their Mi. 
chaelmas ſpecial ſeflions in every year ſhall adjudge to be rea. 
ſonable, not exceeding 6s. nor Jeſs than 3s, for each team, 
draught, or plough, for each day; and in default of ther 
adjudging the ſame, then the ſums of 4s. 6d. — for every 
cart and one horſe or beaſt of draught 2s. — for every 
cart with two horſes or beaſts of draught 3s. for and in 
lieu of each day's duty. And every inhabitant liable to per. 
form ſuch duty or labonr, and not chargeable in any other 
reſpect, may compound for 4d. each day. 

Provided, that if it ſhall appear to the juſtices at their ſpe- 
cial ſeſſions to be held in the week next after the Michaelmas 
quarter- ſeſſions, that in any place there will be a difficulty in 
16 e the neceſſary carriage, or a ſufficient number of . 

ourers, without paying high and extravagant prices for the 
ſame; the ſaid juſtices may order the team duty, or ſo much 
thereof as they ſhall think fit, to be performed in kind, ex. 
cept in reſpect of ſuch teams as belong to perſons who do not 
occupy 3ol. a year: and alſo may order the labourers, or ſuch 
pay of them as they ſhall think fit, to perform the labour i 

ind, on being paid for ſuch labour the uſual wages given 
to labourers in ſuch pariſh, townſhip, or place, dedu&ing 
thereout the ſum of 4d. for each day, being the compoſition 
hereby allowed for labourers. 

Provided, that if part of ſuch teams or labourers only ar 
required, it ſhall be directed by the ſaid order of the juice: 


in ſome given proportion, as one half, third, or fourth pat 


thereof; and the ſurveyor ſhall in that caſe, at a public vet!) 
put the names of all the perſons liable to ſend ſuch teams into 


one hat or box, and the names of all the perſons liable to pz: 
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form ſuch labour into another hat or box; and fome inhabi- 
tant then preſent ſhall draw out ſuch number from each, as 
ſhall be equal to the proportion ſo ordered by the jultices ; 
and the perſons ſo drawn ſhall perform ſuch duty in kind for 
that year. Which order of the ſaid juſtices,” ſo far as the 
ſame ſhall be extended, ſhall ſuperſede the ſaid power or 
liberty of compounding, and ſhall be binding and effectual 
to all intents and purpoſes. 

And if any ion ſhall keep a team, draught, or plough, 
and ſhall not occupy 3ol. a year in the pariſh, townſhip, 
or place where he ſhall reſide, but ſhall in part maintain his 
horſes and beaſts of draught uſed in ſuch teami, upon or 
from lands which he ſhall occupy in one or more adjacent 
pariſh or pariſhes ; it ſhall be lawful for the juſtices, at ſome 
ſpecial ſeſſions, to mitigate and reduce the duty or compoſi- 
tion in ſuch manner as they ſhall think reaſonable. 


Working. 


THE juſtices at a ſpecial ſeſſions may, by writing under 
their hands and ſeals, order thoſe highways (not being turn- 
pike) which in their opinion do moſt want repair, to be firſt 
amended, and at what time, and in what manner ; according 
to which order (if ſuch there be) the ſurveyors ſhall proceed 
within their reſpective limits.---If the juſtices make no ſuch 
order, then the ſurveyors ſhall have the like power of di- 
rection. | | 


Materials how to be procured. 


IT ſhall be lawful for ſuch ſurveyor, for the uſe aforeſaid, in 


any waſte land, or common ground, river, or brook, within his

diſtrict, or within any other pariſh, townſhip, or place, where- 
in gravel, ſand, chalk, ftone, or other materials are likely to 
be found (in caſe ſufficient cannot be conveniently had within 
the pariſh, townſhip, or place where they are to be employ- 
ed, and in caſe ſufficient ſhall be left for the uſe of the roads 
in ſuch other pariſh, townſhip, or place) to ſearch for, dig. 
get, and carry away the ſame; ſo as he do not thereby divert 
or interrupt the courſe of ſuch river or brook, or prejudice 
or damage any building, highway, or ford, nor dig or get 


the ſame out of any river or brook within the diſtance of 


loo feet above or below any bridge, nor within the like diſt- 
ance of any dam or wear: — And likewiſe to gather ſtones 
lying upon any lands or grounds within the pariſh, town- 
ſip, or place where ſuch highway ſhall be, for ſuch ſervice 
and purpoſe: - 
the ſaid materials, as by him ſhall be thought neceſſary for 
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the amendment of the ſaid highways, without making any 


ſatisfaction for the ſaid materials. But no ſuch ſtones ſhall 
be gathered without the conſent of the occupier of the lands, 
or a licence from a juſtice, after having ſummoned the occu. 
pier and heard his reaſons (if he ſhall appear and give any) 
for refuſing his conſent. --- The ſame on turnpike-roads, 
And it ſhall be lawful for the ſurveyor, for the uſe afore. 
ſaid, to ſearch for, dig, get, and carry away ſand, gravel, 
chalk, ſtone, or other materials, if ſufficient cannot conveni. 
ently be had within ſuch waſte lands, common grounds, ri. 
vers, or brooks, in and thro? any of the ſeveral or incloſed 
grounds of any perſon whomſoever, within the pariſh, town. 
ſhip, or place where the ſame ſhall be wanted, or by licence 
of two juſtices at a ſpecial ſeſſions, within any other pariſh, 
townſhip, or place, adjoining or lying near to the highway 
for which ſuch materials ſhall be required, if it ſhall appear 
to ſuch juſtices that ſufficient materials cannot be convenient]y 
had in the pariſh, townſhip, or place where ſuch highway: 
lie, or in the waſte lands, or common grounds, rivers, or 
brooks of ſuch adjacent pariſh, townſhip, or place, and that 
a ſufficient quantity of materials will be left for the uſe of the 
pariſh, townſhip, or place where the ſame ſhall be (ſuch land: 
not being a garden, yard, avenue to a houſe, lawn, park, 
paddock, or incloſed plantation); the ſurveyor making ſuch 
ſatisfaction for the damage to be done to ſuch lands by the 
getting and carrying away the ſame, as ſhall be agreed upon 
between him and the owner, occupier, or other perſon inte. 
reſted, in the preſence and with the approbation of two or 
more ſubſtantial inhabitants; and if they cannot agree, then 
to be ſettled by a juſtice of the limit where the lands lie. 
And if any perſon ſhall dig or cauſe to be dug materials 
contrary to the directions of this act, whereby any ue 
mill, building, dam, highway, ford, mines, or tin works, 
may be damaged or endangered; he ſhall forfeit not exceed.

tices before whom complaint ſhall be made. 

Where a ſufficient quantity of ſtone, grave], chalk, cr 
other materials, cannot be provided and carried by the labou- 
rers and teams within any pariſh, townſhip, or place; the 
ſurveyor ſhall contract for the getting and carrying thereo! 
(in preſence of the aſſiſtant, if any ſuch be appointed) at 
meeting to be held for that purpoſe; of which, ten days no- 
tice in writing ſhall be given, by fixing the ſame upon the 
door of the church or chapel, or if there be no church or cha- 
pel, at the moſt public place there ; which notice ſhall ſpecify 
the work to be done, and the time and place for letting 
thereof. And if the ſurveyor ſhall have any ſhare or intereſ 
in ſuch contract, or in any other contract for work or materials, 
or ſhall upon his own account let to hire any team, or {ell of 


diſpoſe of any timber, ſtone, or other materials (unleſs 3 
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licence in writing for the ſale of ſuch materials, or for letting 
to hire ſuch team, be firſt obtained from a juſtice); he ſhall 
forfeit 101, and be for ever after incapable to be employed as 
a ſurveyor with a ſalary. 

If any ſurveyor or perſon employed by him ſhall, by reaſon 13 C. 3. c. 78. 
of the ſearching for, digging, or getting any gravel, ſand; 
ſtones, chalk, clay, or other materials, make any pit or hole 
in ſuch lands, rivers, or brooks as aforeſaid, wherein ſuch 
materials ſhall be found ; he ſhall forthwith cauſe the ſame to 
be ſufficiently fenced off, and ſuch fence ſupported and re- 
paired, during ſuch time as the ſaid pit or hole ſhall continue 
open; and after having dug up ſufficient materials in ſuch 
pit or hole, he ſhall within 14 days cauſe the ſame to be 
filled up, floped down, or fenced off, and ſo continued. 
And where no materials ſhall be found, he ſhall within three 
days cauſe ſuch hole or pit to be filled up, levelled, and co- 
vered with the turf or clod which was dug out of the 
ſame. 

And if ſuch ſurveyor or other perſon ſhall negle& to fill 79. 
up, ſlope down, or fence off ſuch pit or hole, in manner 10 
and within the time aforeſaid ; he ſhall forfeit 10s. And if 7 
he ſhall neglect to fence off ſuch pit or hole, or to ſlope

And if any ſtone or timber, or any hay, ſtraw, ſtubble, 
or other matter, for the making of manure, ſhall be laid in 
any highway within 15 feet from the centre thereof; and 
ſhall not, within five days after notice given by the ſurveyor 
or ſome perſon aggrieved thereby, be removed; the owner or 
poſſeſſor of the lands adjacent, or any other perſon by order ot 
a juſtice, may clear the ſaid highway, by removing the ſtone, 
timber, hay, ſtraw, dung, or other matter, and have the 
ſame to his own uſe. 

If any perſon ſhall encroach by making or cauſing to be 
made any hedge, ditch, or other fence on any highway not 
being turnpike road, within the diſtance of 15 feet from 
the middle or centre thereof; or ſhall plow, harrow, or 
break up the ſoil] of any land or ground, or in ploughing ot 
harrowing the adjacent lands ſhall turn his footy In in or upon 
any land or ground, within the diſtance of 15 feet from the 
middle or centre of any highway, where the breadth of ſuch 
highway is formed and marked or deſcribed with certainty, 
and doth not exceed in breadth zo feet; he ſhall forfeit 40s. to 
him who ſhall make information thereof: and the ſurveyor 
may cauſe ſuch hedge, ditch, or fence to be taken down, @« 
filled up, at the expence of the perſon to whom the ſame 
mall belong: and one juſtice, on proof to him made upon 
oath, may levy as well the expences of taking down ſuch 
nedges, as the ſaid penalty, by diſtrefs.

in writing to be left at his uſual place of abode, ſpecifying 
the particulars : and if ſuch nuſances, obſtructions, or annoy- 
ances ſhall not be removed; and the ditches, drains, gutters, 
and watercourlſes aforeſaid effectually made, ſcoured, cleanſed, 
and opened ; and ſuch trunks, tunnels, plats, and bridges 
made and laid ; and ſuch hedges properly cut and pruned,

be laid within three days after the offence committed; an

ing 51. nor leſs than 10s. :

WHERE there are two or more turnpike-roads under fe. 
veral acts of parliament, within the ſame pariſh, townſhip, 
or place, and the ſtatute-duty directed by all ſuch acts for the 
repair of ſuch turnpike road ſhall exceed three days duty in 
the whole, two juſtices in a ſpecial ſeſſions may proportion 
the ſtatute-duty betwixt ſuch turnpike roads and the other 
highways in ſuch parith, townſhip, or place, in ſuch manner 
as they ſhall think fit, having firſt ſummoned the clerks and 
ſurveyors of the turnpike roads, and likewiſe the ſurveyor of 
the highways for ſuch pariſh, townſhip, or place.---Where 
parts of highways or turnpike roads are turned by legal au.

OMICIDE in law figuifes the killing of a man by 3 
man. 
Manſlaughter. 
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Homicide. 


Manſlaughter. 


BY manſlaughter 1s to be underſtood ſuch killing of a man 


| as happens either on a ſudden quarrel, or in the commiſſion 


of an unlawful act, without any deliberate intention of doing 
any miſchief at all, | 

There is no difference between murder and manſlaughter, 
but that murder is upon malice forethought, and manſlaughter 
upon a ſudden occafion. | 

This offence 1s not bailable by the juſtices of the peace. 

Murder is, when a man of ſound memory, and of the age 


| of diſcretion, unlawfully killeth any perſon under the king's 


peace, with malice forethought, either expreſſed by the party, 
or implied by law; ſo as the party wounded or hurt, die of 
the wound or hurt, within a year and a day. 

The law ſo far abhors all duelling in cold blood, that not 
only the principal who actually kills the other, but alſo his 


And it is holden, that the ſeconds of the party ſlain are like- 


wiſe guilty as acceſſaries. 


They that are preſent when any man is ſlain, and do not 
their beſt endeavour to apprehend the murderer or manſlayer, 
ſhall be fined and 1mpriſoned. | 

Where any perſon ſhall be feloniouſly ſtricken or poiſoned 


in one county, and die in another county, the oftender may © 


be indicted in the county where the party dies, before the 


| coroner, juſtices of the peace, or other juſtices. 


By the rubrick in the book of common-prayer, before 
the burial office, a perſon who hath laid violent hands upon 
himſelf, ſhall not have that office uſed at his interment. 

N. B. No diſtinction ſeems to be here made as to the ſtate 


of mind in which the party put an end to his life; the pro- 


hibition in the rubrick, with reſpect to the burial ſervice, is 
abſolute. |

HERE As the great number of horſe races for ſmall 
plates or prizes have contributed very much to the en- 
couragement of idleneſs, and impoveriſhment of many of the 
meaner ſort of people, and the breed of ſtrong and uſeful 
horſes hath been much prejudiced thereby, it is enacted, that 
no perſon ſhall enter, ſtart, or run any horſe (mare or geld- 
ing) for any prize, unleſs the ſame ſhall be bona fide his own 
property, on pain of forfeiting the ſame, or the value thereof, 
And no plate, prize, ſum of money, or other thing, ſhall 
be run for, or advertiſed or proclaimed to be run for, unleſs 
ſuch plate, prize, or ſum of money, be of the real and in- 
trinſic value of gol. or upwards: and if any perſon ſhall enter, 
ftart, or run any horſe for any ſuch plate, prize, or ſum ot 
money, under the value of sol.; or ſhall make, print, ad— 
vertiſe, or publiſh any advertiſement of any ſuch prize unde! 
the value of gol. every ſuch perſon ſo entering, ſtarting, or 
running ſuch horſe, ſhall forfeit zool. and every maker, 
printer, or publiſher of ſuch advertiſement, ſhall forfeit 1001. 
And no perſon ſhall ſtart or run any match for any ſum of 
money or Other thing, unleſs it be at Newmarket or Black- 
Hambleton, or unleſs ſuch ſum or other thing be of the real 
and intrinſic value of gol. or upwards, on pain of 200l. 


Betting, loſing, winning, cheating, and the like, at 
races, are within the ſtatutes of Gaming; for which ſee the 
title Gaming. 
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A MAN's home or habitation is ſo far protected by the 4 Black. 223.

upon truſt that the ſame ſhould be employed for the keeping, 
correcting, and _ to work the ſaid rogues, vagabonds, 
or ſturdy beggars, and other idle and diſorderly perſons. 


On preſentment of the grand-jury, that there is no houſe x7 G. 2. 


of correction, and that it will be neceſſary to provide one or 
more; or that the houſes of correction already provided are 
not ſufficient or convenient, or want to be enlarged, the juſ- 
tices in ſeſſions ſhall have power to build or enlarge one or 
more fit houſes of correction, or to buy or hire ſuch houſes for 
that purpoſe, with convenient outlets thereto adjoining, as on 
examination of able and ſufficient workmen, or others, ſhall 
appear to be neceſſary for that purpoſe: and if houſes or 
lands are to be purchaſed, they ſhall be conveyed to ſuch per- 
ſons as the ſaid juſtices in ſeſſions ſhall direct, in truſt and for 
the uſes and purpoſes aforeſaid.

And if any perſon, not qualified, ſhall find his name men.

ſhall refuſe to omit him, or think it doubtful whether he 
ought to be omitted, the juſtices at the ſeſſions to which the 
liſts ſhall be returned, on ſatisfaction from the oath of the 
party complaining, or other proof that he is not qualifiee, 
may order his name to be ſtruck out, or omitted to be eutere( 
in the book. | | 

The juſtices ſhall then cauſe the lifts to be fairly entered in 
a book by the clerk of the peace, to be by him provided and 
kept for that purpoſe amongſt the records of the ſeſſions. 

By a clauſe in the commiſſion of the peace, it 1s ſaid, We 
command our ſheriff, that at certain days, which you (the 
juſtices) ſhall make known to him, he cauſe to come before 
you ſo many and ſuch good and lawful men of his bailiwick 
(as well within liberties as without) by whom the truth ſhall 
be the better known and enquired into. 

It ſeems that juſtices of the peace may not order a jury to 
be returned immediately, nor on the ſame day, for the trial 
of a priſoner arraigned before them, as juſtices of gaol del.

And although the words of the writ be twelve, yet by the 
ancient courſe, the ſheriff muſt return 7wenzy-fovr, for the 
expedition of juſtice; for if twelve only ſhould be returned, 
there would ſeldom a full jury appear; and in this caſe uſage 
and cuſtom makes the law, 

Beſides the challenges which may be taken by the plaintif 
or defendant, it is enacted, that in caſes where the king 1; 
party, the juſtices of aſſize, or of the peace in ſeſſions, may 
reform the panels of jurors, by putting to and taking ov: 
the names of the perſons impanelled by their diſcretion ; and 
if the ſheriff do not return the panel ſo reformed, he ſhall for- 
teit 2ol. half to the king, and half to him that ſhall ſue. 

By the law of England, a jury after their evidence give! 
upon the iſſue, ought to be kept together in ſome convenient 
Place, without meat or drink, fire or candle, and without 
ſpeech with any, unleſs it be the bailiff, and with him on!y 
if they be agreed. | 

But with the aſſont of the juſtices they may both eat and 
drink; and if they cannot agree, the juſtices may in ſuch 
caſe ſuffer the jury to have both meat and drink for a time, 
to ſee whether they will agree.---But if the caſe ſo happen, 
that the jury can in no wile agree, the juſtices (as it ſeemeth) 
in ſuch caſe may take ſuch order in the matter, as ſhall ſeem

The benefit of the act of the 24. G. 2. c. 44. for render. 
ing juſtices more ſafe in the execution of their office, and for 
indemnifying conſtables and others acting in obedience to 
their warrants, ſhall be extended to the lieutenants and de.

COMMON nuſance ſeems to be, an offence againſt the 
public, either by doing a thing which tends to the an- 
noyance of all the king's ſubjects, or by neglecting to do z 
thing which the common good requires. 
Annoyances to the prejudice of particular perſons, are no! 
puniſhable by a public proſecution as common nuſances, but 
are left to be redreſſed by the private actions of the partie: 


aggrieved by them. ; 
If it is a public nuſance, the law hath provided an apt re- 


medy, by preſentment or indictment at the ſuit of the king, 


in the behalf of all his ſubjects. 
Oaths. 
N all caſes, where any penalty is directed to be levied, 0 
1 diftreſs to be made, by any act of parliament now in force, 
or hereafter to be made, it ſhall be lawful for any juſtice o 
juſtices, acting under the authority of ſuch acts reſpectiveh 
to adminiſter an oath or oaths for the purpoſe of levying ſuch 
penalties or making ſuch diſtreſſes. | 
The perſon accuſed ſhall not be examined upon oath, fo! 
by the common law no man is obliged to accuſe himſelf: but

Parliament. 


HE oath of qualification for a ſeat in Parliament, by 

eſtate, may be adminiſtred upon reaſonable requeſt made 
by the returning officer or two juſtices ; who ſhall in three 
months certify the ſame into the chancery or king's bench. 
—— But this 15 not to extend to the eldeſt ſon of a peer, or of 
any perſon qualified to ſerve as knight of a ſhire, nor to the 
members for either of the two univerſities. 

No perſon ſhall be admitted to vote under the age of 21 

years. 
2 Every elector of a knight of the ſhire ſhall have land or 
tenement to the value of 40s. by the year at leaſt above re- 
prizes.--- And by the 10 H. 6. c. 2. the ſaid 40s. a year ſhall 
be freehold. | 

No perſon ſhall vote for a knight of the ſhire, without 
having a freehold eſtate in the county, of the clear yearly va- 
lue of 40s. over and above all rents and charges payable out 
of the ſame. 

No perſon ſhall vote for a knight of the ſhire, without 
having been in the actual poſſeſſion of the eſtate for which 
he votes, or in the receipt of the rents or profits thereof for 
his own uſe, above 12 calendar months ; unleſs the ſame came 
to him by deſcent, marriage, marriage-ſettlement, deviſe, or 
promotion to a benefice or office. 

The commiſſioners of the land tax ſhall cauſe to be deli- 
vered to each aſſeſſor, a printed form of an aſſeſſment, who 
ſhall make three duplicates of ſuch aſſeſſments, and ſhall (at 
leaſt 14 days before delivering the aſſeſſment to the commiſ- 
ſioners) cauſe one of the ſaid duplicates, or a fair copy there- 
of, to be ſtuck up upon the door of the church or chapel. 
And if the name of any owner entitled to vote ſhall not ap-

Of the ſettlement of children with their parents. 


THE birth of legitimate children doth not give them a 
ſettlement, except where the ſettlement of their father and 
mother is not known, and then only till it is known. 

A child of ſeven years of age may be bound apprentice to a 
ſhipwright, fiſherman, owner of a ſhip, or other perſon uſing 
the trade of the ſeas; and by the vagrant act of the 17 C. 2, 
a vagrant's child of that age may by the juſtices be put out an 
apprentice: And as ſoon as he ſhall have reſided and lodged in 
a pariſh for 40 days under the indenture, he will have thereby 
gained a ſettlement. So that the preciſe time, when a perſon 
may have gained a ſettlement in his own right, 1s at the age of 
ſeven years and 40 days. 0 

Where a father gains a ſecond ſettlement after the birth of 
his child, that ſettlement is immediately communicated to the 
child. And a child may be ſent to the place of his father's 
ſettlement, without ever having been there before. 
The place where a baſtard is born, is the place of his ſet- 
tlement, unleſs there is ſome trick to charge the pariſh ; but 
the place where legitimate children are born, is not the place 
of their ſettlement ; for let that be where it will, the chil- 
dren are ſettled where their parents are ſettled. 

Tho' the place of the birth of a child, where the father 
hath no ſettlement, is the place of the ſettlement of the child, 
yet where the father hath gained a ſettlement, his children, 
though born in another pariſh, ſhall be looked on as ſettled 
at the place of their father's laſt legal ſettlement, and ſhall be 
removed thither, as well after the death of their father, if oc- 
cation requires, as in his Iife-tume, ſuppoſing they have gained 
no ſettlement of their own.

heritance of his own, at gains him a ſettlement, though les 
than 101. a year; for he cannot be removed; and if he cannot 
be removed, he certainly gains a ſettlement. 

Where a man lives upon his own, it is a caſe of a very 
tender nature, and the law will not unſettle him: perſons to 
be removed under the ſtatute of C. 2. are thoſe that wander 
from place to place, and not thoſe who live upon their own 
eſtate. 

No perſon ſhall be deemed to acquire any ſettlement in any 
pariſh or place, by virtue of any purchaſe of any eſtate or in. 
tereſt in ſuch pariſh or place, whereof the conſideration for 
fuch purchaſe doth not amount to the ſum of zol. bona fi 
paid, for any longer or further time, than ſuch perſon ſhall 
inhabit in ſuch eſtate, and ſhall then be liable to be removed 
to ſuch pariſh or place, where he was laſt legally ſettled be. 
fore the ſaid purchaſe and inhabitancy therein. 

A perſon may not be removed from his own, altho' not 
ſettled thereby, be the value ever ſo ſmall, or let him come 
to it in what manner ſoever. 

A certificate perſon ſhall gain a ſettlement by an eſtate of 
his own, notwithſtanding the above-ſaid ſtatute of the 9 © 
10 FF. | 

If an eſtate deſcends to a certificate perſon, it gains him 4 
ſettlement, becauſe it is by operation of law, and not by an 
act of his own. 


Having land in a pariſh will not make a ſettlement, but 


living in a pariſh where one has land, will gain a ſettlement 
without notice; for the act never meant to baniſh men from 
the enjoyment of their own lands. | | 

Of removals. 


IT ſhall be lawful, upon complaint made by the church- 


wardens or overſeers of the poor of any pariſh, to any Juſhce 
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of the peace, within 40 days after any poor perſon comes 
to ſettle in any tenement under the yearly value of 10l. for 
any two juſtices of the peace (one whereof is of the quorum) 
of the diviſion where any perſon that is likely to become 
chargeable to the pariſh ſhall come to inhabit, by their war- 
rant to remove and convey ſuch perſon to ſuch pariſh where he 
was laſt legally ſettled, unleſs he give ſufficient ſecurity 
for the diſcharge of the ſaid pariſh, to be allowed by the ſaid

perſon was removed: to be levied by diſtreſs, by warrant to 
the conſtable of the pariſh or town where ſuch offender dwells;

ſhall be thought convenient, the pariſhioners ſhall meet in 
veſtry, or other uſual place of meeting in the pariſh, before 
whom the book ſhall be produced, and all perſons receiving 
collection ſhall be called over, and the reaſons of their taking re- 
lief examined, and a new liſt made and entered of ſuch perſons, 
as they ſhall think fit and allow to receive collection; and no 
perſon ſhall be allowed to receive collection of the pariſh, but 
by authority of one juſtice reſiding in or near ſuch pariſh, or 
by order of the juſtices in ſeſſions, except in caſes of plague 
or ſmall pox, for ſuch families as ſhall be therewith in- 
fected. | 

No juftice ſhall order relief to any poor perſon, till oath be 
made before him, that the ſame perſon hath applied to the 
pariſhioners in veltry, or to two of the overſeers, without be- 
ing relieved, and till ſuch juſtice hath ſummoned the two 
overſeers to appear and ſhew cauſe why ſuch relief ſhould not 
be given. | 

Two thirds of a pariſh, in number and value, may agree to 
adopt this act, and may nominate three diſcreet perſons qua- 
lied for guardians of the poor, and three others to be gover— 
nors of the poor-houſe, and may fix their ſalaries, with the 
conſent of two juſtices of the limit.---T'wo or more pariſhes 
may alſo unite for the purpoſes of this act, with the approba- 
tion of two juſtices ſubſcribed at the foot of the agreement ; 
which agreement ſhall ſpecify the ſituation of the houſe or 
houſes, and a copy of the terms agreed on ſhall in three 
months be left with the clerk of the peace. 

Pwo juſtices thall appoint one of the three perſons recom- 
mended as above for governor of ſuch poor-houſe, to take 
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care of, and employ the poor, and to be allowed the ſalary or 
wages ſpecified in the agreement: The viſitor of ſuch poor. 
houſe, or where a guardian 1s viſitor two juſtices, may re. 
move the governor, on ſufficient proof of miſbehaviour or 
incapacity. 

The guardians of the poor of theſe united pariſhes ſhall, 
two or more of them, produce to two juſtices of the limit the 
names of three reſpectable perſons, as fit for the office of vi- 
ſitor; out of whom the juſtices ſhall within three days ap. 
point one; and if he declines it, one other of the three; and 
in caſe of his refuſal, the third: and if all refuſe, the guar. 
dians ſhall vt by rotation, ſubject to the controul of the 
juſtices of the limit: Such viſitor, if not a guardian, may 
appoint a proper perſon for his deputy, to inſpect. the mat. 
ters committed to the care of the viſitor; and to make his re. 
port thereof. 

Every viſitor ſo to be appointed ſhall ſuperintend every 
ſuch houſe or houſes, and ſettle and adjuſt the accounts be.

by every prudent means in his power enforce and promote the 
rules and orders for the better accommodation and relief of 
the poor: and every ſuch governor, guardian, and treaſurer, 
is hereby required to obſerve and obey the directions which he 
ſhall from time to time receive from the viſitor ſo to be ap. 

z0inted, touching the ſeveral matters aforeſaid : and, where 
any act ſhall be required to be done by a juſtice of the peace, 
ſuch viſitor, if not a juſtice, or his deputy or aſſiſtant, ſhall

If any officer ſhall take any money of any perſon, for ex.

wives, children, men, or maid-ſervants of officer or ſoldier, 
in any houſe againſt the conſent of the owner, 1f he is an of- 
fceer of the army, he ſhall on proof made thereof to the com- 
mander in chief of the army, or judge advocate, be ½% facto 
caſhiered ; and if a conſtable, or other civil officer, he ſhall 
forfeit to the party grieved 20s. on proof thereof to the next 
juſtice, by diſtreſs. 


Any juſtice by his warrant, may command any conſtable 7g.

Setting up trades after their diſcharge. 


All ſuch officers, mariners, ſoldiers, and marines, who 22 C. 2. c. 44. 


have ſerved fince the 29th day of Nov. 1748, and not de- 
lerted, and alſo their wives and children, may ſet up and 
exerciſe ſuch trades as they are apt and able for, in any town 
or place within Great Britain or Ireland (except Cambridge

Surety for the good behaviour. 


MAN may be compelled to find ſureties both for the Dall. c. 122, 
good behaviour and for the peace; and yet the good 
dehaviour includeth the peace: and he that is bound to the 
good behaviour, 1s therein alſo bound to the peace. 
The *ſurety of the good behaviour is of great affinity with Pale. c. 125, 
that of the peace, and is provided chiefly for the preſervation 


of the peace; and is moſt commonly granted either in the 
open ſeſſions, or by two or three juſtices out of ſeſſions. Yet

nion of the learned, one juſtice alone, out of ſeſſions, may 


But this is not 
uſual, unleſs it be to prevent ſome great and ſudden danger 
eſpecially againſt a man that 1s of any good eſtate, carriage. 
or report. And it ſhall be good diſcretion in the juſtice: 
that they do not grant it, but either upon ſufficient cauſe ſeen

A man may be bound to his good behaviour for many 
cauſes of ſcandal, which give him a bad fame, as being con. 
trary to good manners only; as for conſorting with women of 
bad fame; or for ſpeaking words of contempt of an inferic; 
magiſtrate, as a juſtice of the peace, or mayor, though he he 
not then in the actual execution of his office; or of an infe. 
rior Oiticer of juſtice, as a conſtable, and ſuch like, being in 
the actual execution of his office. | | 

It ſeems the better opinion, that no one ought to be bound 
to the good behaviour, for any raſh, quarrelſome, or unman. 
nerly words, unleſs they either directly tend to a breach of 
the peace, or to ſcandalize the government, by abuſing thole 
who are intruſted by it with the adminiſtration of juſtice, or 
to deter an officer from doing his duty. 

The magiſtrate has a diſcretionary power to take ſuch 
ſurety of all thoſe whom he ſhall have juſt cauſe to ſuſpet to 
be dangerous, quarrelſome, or ſcandalous; as of thoſe who 
ſleep in the day, and go abroad in the night; and of fuch 
as keep ſuſpicious company; and of ſuch as are generally fut- 
pected to be robbers, common drunkards, and the like; and 
all other perſons of evil fame. |
